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MEMORANDUM.

Defendant was originaly charged with assault with intent to do greet bodily harm lessthan
murder, MCL 750.84; MSA 28.279, and possession of a firearm during commission of afelony, MCL
750.227b; MSA 28.424(2). Pursuant to a plea agreement, defendant pleaded guilty to a reduced
charge of felonious assault, MCL 750.82; MSA 28.277, and was sentenced to two to four years
imprisonment. Defendant appedls as of right and we affirm.

Defendant's sole clam on gpped is that his sentence, which exceeded the guiddines
recommended minimum sentence range of zero to twelve months, was not proportionate. People v
Milbourn, 435 Mich 630; 461 NW2d 1 (1990). The claim is without merit. The guiddines did not
take into account the fact that defendant had the benefit of pleading to a lesser offense, as well as the
dignisd of the fdony-firearm charge. People v Duprey, 186 Mich App 313; 463 NwW2d 240
(1990). Further, the circumstances of this offense - defendant shot his companion in the face during an
argument, causing serious injuries and necessitating $40,000 in medicd care - judtified the sentence
imposed. Defendant's sentence was neither excessve nor an abuse of discretion. Milbourn, supra.
